construction of the water works sys- 
tem in Coshocton the city council was 
enabled Tuesday night to pass an ap- 
propriation ordinance which provided 
a sum for paying off the city's 
in- 


debt,edness. Under this ordinance the 
sinking fund will be provided with 
about $23,000. This ordinance is pub- 
lished on page seven today. 
Five thousand 
dollars from the 


general fund is voted for the 
use 


of the sinking fund , trustees; 
the 


water works is so far able to take 
care of itself and is on such a paying 
basis that $4000 out of the funds ap- 
propriated » to the board of public ser- 
vice is directed to the sinking fund; 
besides these, about $7000 comes into 
the sinking fund from the special as- 
sessments for improvements. $417 
comes as interest on the funds de- 
posited in the bank about $1600 la 
left over from the last sale of bonds 
and there is already about $2200 in 
the sinking fund. 
These facta, as outlined 
roughly 


show a very felicitous condition of 
affairs and indicates that if the 
city 


boards continue to handle judiciously 
funds which come into their hands 
the city ulll toon be In a prosperous 
financial itatua.

While no decision of a definite char- 


acter has been reached as (o the time 
of the extraordinary session, it is rea- 
sonably certain that, if one should he 
held, it will be called to meet next 
autumn, probably in October. On this 
point, however, it Is too early to speak 
definitely, as by the agreement, to be 
reached between the president and the 
leaders of the senate, and the house 
the extraordinary session will not. be 
called until the committees are ready- 
to report a bill. 


On another question, that of legisla- 


tion relating to the Interstate freight 
rates of railroads, President Roose- 
velt's mind is quite made up. He will 
fight for that legislation, and fight 
hard. He hopes to secure from con- 
gress some definite action regarding 
that legislation at the present, session; 
hut if he does not, he will bring the 
subject before congress at the pro- 
posed extraordinary session, and will 
ttrge with all bis power the crystalliza- 
tion Into law of the recommendations 
he already has made to congress on 
that question. The freight rate ques-

,, "The party's position upon the trust 
ft.ue»tlon is the only correct one.

Muneie, fnd , .Ian 11—.J C Turpm, 


a merchant, who wleeps in hfs htoro 
jiiht north of the post office building at 
Red Key, 18 miles oast of thb city, 
was awakened by an explosion due to 
the work of two safecrackers on the 
vault In the postoffice.
